DROWNED; TWO 
SIRLS RESCUED 
BY WITNESSES

COURT HOUSE. CINCINNATI. 
Nor. 30.—A plot to kill George 
Remus was “tipped off” to him 
by John Rogers, a reporter on the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, John B. 
Marshall, formerly of New Cum­ 
berland, VV. Va., former Assistant 
United 
State Attorney General, 
testified on the witness stand to­ 
day at the trial of Remus for the 
murder of his wife, Imopene. 
This was 
in 
December, 1925, 


when Marshall 
was 
prosecuting 
the Jack Daniels liquor rase in In­ 
dianapolis, which resulted in the 
conviction of a score or more per­ 
sons. 
Remus was a government 
witness and was under Marshall’s 
supervision for three weeks. 
“I got the tip from Rogers by 
long distance telephone, from St. 
Louis,” Marshall testified. “I was 
stopping at the Claypool hotel in 
Indianapolis at the time.” 
The state objected vigorously to 


Marshall revealing details of the 
plot, but the court overruled their 
objections.

Residents of Kendallville saw the 
plane passing over this city during a 
rain storm. It was flying low. 
Tile pilot’s body was removed to 
Waterloo, Ind., where Coroner John 
Clark of Auburn.

changing from smiles to tears as hum­ 
or and pathos were entwined in the 
structure of logic he built to bulewark 
Jesus Christ as the citadel of eternal 
life. 
Standing between two pulpits, the 
permanent marble one attached to the 
platform and the one formerly utilized 


In the old church temporarily placed 
on the added stand for his personal 
benefit he. supported by twenty or 
more ministers immediately behind 
him, was the cynosure of all through­ 
out the structure. 
As carefully garbed as Of yore he 
was resplendent

The United Kingdom Temperance Alliance reports less drink­ 
ing in England. 
For the last nine months of the year 1926 7 the people spent 
$30,000,000 less than for the same period of the year 1925 G. That 
if not much out of a total of considerably over a billon dollars, but 
the tendency is the main thing. The alliance believes it will con­ 
tinue, showing especially in diminishing consumption of .strong 
lquor. If the drinking of alcoholic spirits keeps on shrinking at 
the rate of 800,000 gallons a year, it will make quite a difference in 
the sobriety of the British people, even if they still drink wine at 
about the old rate. 
Americans will be interested in this postcript th the report 
referred to: 
“Attention is called to the 'undoubted economic success* of 
prohibition in the United States, and it is regarded by the alliance 
as conclusively established that in areas where licenses have been 
reduced or wholly eradicated there is always a transfer from un­ 
productive to productive expenditure, with marked enhancement 
of the standard of living." Til other words, where the liquor traf­ 
fic is outlawed, even if prohibition is not fully effective, the people 
spend their money more thriftily and are better off. 
Some Ameri(^ins do not seem to realize that the marked pros­ 
perity of our country in recent years, compared with the rest of 
the world, may be largely due to this factor. 


“Books Don’t Pay” 
Anita Loos, of “Gentlemen Prefer Blondes” Lone, back home 
from her beloved Vienna where she likes to live because "nobody 
works there,” says book don’t pay. 
“There s no money in books at all,” she declares. “That is, ex­ 
cept in the by-productions-, such as plays and movie rights. ’ 
To an outsider, that looks like a matter of comparative stand­ 
ards. Miss Loos’s celebrated little masterpiece has sold to the ex­ 
tent of several hundred thousand copies, and doubtless she has col­ 
lected the usual royalties therefrom, and that ought to be enough 
to keep any indolent authoress comfortably in Vienna for a few 
years.

benefits, for it has been found a high­ 
ly effective method of death preven­ 
tion, or death postponement. 
Kind of Examination Urged. 
The kind of examination recommencl- 
e l for business men is not one that 
seeks to discover a disease or a cause 
of illness or troublesome symptoms, 
such as fever, headache, ^digestion, 
shortness of breath, weakness, loss of 
weight, rheum atism , high blood pres­ 
sure, and the like, it is explained. 
Nait her is it the kind by which it is 
merely sought to ascertain if a man is 
capable of doing a Job. as in the case 
of the indastrial examination, nor yet 
a kind th at attem pts merely to see 
w hether 
a man lacks the common 
causes of prem ature death, which ii 
the purpose 
of insurance exam ina­ 
tions. 
Rather it is just what its name indi­ 
cates—a health examination. It is di­ 
rected tow ards discovering how the 
different vital organs are functionUig 
and so takes in habits of living and 
bow they affect the functioning of 
these vital processes. 
Health examinations are for sup­ 
posedly healthy persons and are of use 
because they enable the person to ap­ 
ply corrective m easures for aiding the 
workings of some vital organ that may 
have become impaired. 
They give a 
complete and composite picture of the 
physical and m ental status of the in 
diridnal aa a whole with all the com-

"Diseases of the heart or kidneys or 
blood vessels, of such a nature as to 
term inate life suddenly, are preceded 
by long periods of gradual breakdown 
of function which usually give ample, 
warning of what is happening. Pests 
have been developed to measure body 
functions and to determ ine their com­ 
petency so that today a suitably equip­ 
ped doctor may by examining a per­ 
son determine his strong and his week 
organs and advise him how to con-| 
serve and increase 
his health and 
strength.” 
Effect on the Individual. 
In answ er to the contention some­ 
times advanced that there is danger 
that a health exam ination will frighten 
an individual 
and make him worry 
needlessly about his health, the bul-

ed if the exam ination is carried out 
skilfully and with the avoidance of 
ill-advised comment by the examiner.

R eports 
of progress to the physician are most 
desirable

The reexam ination, generally at an 
interval of about a year, serves tc 
check up the success of the whole pro­ 
cess and aids the person examine*} 
in carrying on with increased confi­ 
dence. 
One insurance company which has 
been giving its policyholders health 
examinations is said to have achieved 
impressive results. 
For the first five 
years a saving of m ortality of 24 per 
cont in favor of the policyholders so 
examined in comparison with the total 
ings of the examiner, may be relieved number cf ordinary policyholders a t 
from much needless worry, it is'also 
pointed out. For example, quite often 
a man worrying 
about a supposed 
heart trouble 
is convinced th at his 
fears 
are 
groundless. 
The health 
client should emerge from the exper­ 
ience with informed assurance that 
will leave him free from worry. 
A complete health examination, an 
recommended, consists of five steps— 
a history, a physical examination, a 
report on the patient, recommenda­ 
tions for carrying on, and, after a cer­ 
tain interval, a reexam ination.
